DESERVING OF CRITICISM. 

In bii charge to the grandjury sworn 
' to try to discover the assassin of Ed 
Callahan, Judge AdamsCdevoted most 
of his time to a tirade against the news- 
papers which charged that the court 
would not use the'dilligence it should 
ii ferreting out the perpetrator of the 
foul deed and who paid him to do it. 
The charges were predicted on the fact 
that Judged Adamsipormitted the men 
rdn down by blood hounds to go at 
large on their own recognisance, a most 
unusual proceeding. It was also charg- 
ed that Adams and the entire court 
machinery, ~ being republicans, would 
not be very anxious to procure an in- 
dictment against an assassin whose vic- 
tim was a democrat. The latter charge 
was based on the manner in which the 
republicans have acted in the assassina- 
tion of'Gov. Goebel. They did all in
